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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to applicants' arguments the secondary 
references do in fact teach the motivation of preventing slipping during shaping and curing of the tire blank which would be equally 
applicable to the splice in the claimed composite ply structure: Wykoff teaches partial vulcanization to further insure the surfaces in the 
splice adhere firmly together until assembled in the tire and the rubber is subjected to vulcanization (coL 3 lines 10-21); Loomis teaches 
precuring to insure that the splice will be fluid tight during cure (fluid tight=no slippage); Wallace teaches precuring the bead areas to 
prevent the carcass from slipping around the bead assemblies during shaping and curing of the tire blank (col. 3 line 69 - col. 4 line 18); 
Meyer et al. teach partial curing of the tire blank to fix all of the joints in position during subsequent shaping and curing (p. 3 lines 74- 
121)(note that the claims as currently drafted do not exclude partial curing of the entire composite ply structure because there is no explicit 
definition In the original disclosure of the term "unvulcanized" and therefore one reasonable meaning of the temri is not completely 
vulcanized, especially in view of the precured joint forming part of the "unvulcanized" primary ply and ply extensions). Applicants' 
remaining arguments were either addressed in the final rejection or are not directed to the CLAIMED invention (process limitations in 
article claims are only given weight to the extent that they require some further limitation on the structure of the claimed article. MPEP 
2113). 
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
